Still Climbing 


Tiny Increases Hints 
Decline Is in Offing 


WASHINGTON (A P )- T h e gov­ 
ernment 
today 
reported 
living 
costs rose in June by less than 
one-tenth of I per cent to another 
record. But the tiny increase held 
a promise of a decline later. 


The decline may come in the 
summer or early fall. 


The Labor Department’s Bureau 
of Labor Statistics said its index 
rose to 123.7 per cent of the 1947- 
49 average. This means it costs 
about 24 cents more to buy whit 
could be purchased for a dollar a 
decade ago. 


The June living cost level was 
2.9 per cent higher than the same 
month last year/ It was the 20th 
time the official index has risen 
to new records in the past 22 
months. There has been no de­ 
cline since August 1956.

an increase in the index." 


Clague said all signs pointed to 
a modest Uving cost decline in the 
next few months, particularly as 
food items become more plentiful.

price decline. 


Food prices normally decline in 
the summertime, when local veg­ 
etable crops come in and tempo­ 
rarily cheapen grocery costs for 
housewives. But other costs have

steadily, 
despite 
the recession. 


The latest living cost rise means 
a wage boost, generally about one 
or two cents an hour, for some 
575,000 workers in the electrical 
manufacturing, 
aircraft.

working, trucking, and chemical 
industries.

The law-abiding citizens of every com­ 
munity across our land ought to be con­ 
cerned over the increasing importance of 
“big time” organized crime and the in­ 
vestigations in progress. Where are these 
well - engineered rackets leading and who 
are the men behind them. 
The special U. S. Senate committee 
which is now* entering upon a long, hot 
summer of work on racket investigation 
is hoping to uncover some material which 
will show’ a need for a public awakening 
on some things that are happening. 
A lot of the underworld figures, who are 
expected to be called into the investiga­ 
tion are reported to have convened some 
time ago in the Apalachin, N. Y.t home of 
one of crime’s “big shots” for the purpose 
of dividing fields of operations among the 
better organized criminal element. 
Many of these men probably will be 
well - dressed thugs, active in various en­ 
terprises, who will smilingly “clam up” 
and t a k e advantage of the old F i f t h 
Amendment dodge. 
That there does exist some type of inter­ 
national criminal syndicate, which is call­ 
ed by several different names and is op­ 


erating in a big way in this country, is a 
fact pretty well established by conscien­ 
tious police and judicial officials. It ap­ 
parently has enormous wealth at its com­ 
mand and seemingly has power to corrupt 
policemen, judges, politicians and seem- 
ingly whole cities in some instances. 
There have been some disturbing rum­ 
ors to the effect that the notorious Charles 
(“Lucky” ) Luciano, vice and narcotics 
gangster deported to Italy some years ago 
has a strong hand in directing operations 
of the organization directing “big take” 
criminal activities in this country today. 
It is expected that the Senate Rackets 
Committee wrili find it difficult to obtain 
much revealing information out of the 
case - hardened gangsters already sum­ 
moned to testify, but some senators be­ 
lieve that much may be gained indirectly. 
There is a certain amount of implied 
criticism toward an apparent lax official 
attitude, from federal government down 
the line, against big - time crime. There 
are many people however, wrho h a v e 
strong hope that the investigation will 
lead to better and tougher lawrs for hand­ 
ling this powerful domestic evil.
